After Johnston 
responded he had not asked 
him for the report, but had 
asked the radio operator, Joyce 
Skinner, for the report, Folsom 
told Johnston he could find 
himself another job. 

Later Skinner was called to 


the City Hall, and she acknow- 
ledged she had been asked for 
the report by the mayor and 
had it ready. Copies were 
presented to the council, but 
no action was taken. She asked 
repeatedly what to do with the 
report, and finally (after tel- 
ling her about locking up dock- 
et book in City Hall each night, 
etc.) Folsom said it would be 
discussed at the next meeting. 

The suspension of Johnston 


will also be discussed at the 
next meeting with Johnston 
being granted a full public hear- 


ing.as he has requested, Dur- 
ing this two-week time, Assist 
ant Chief Max Rayborn will 
serve as Chief. He assumed 


the duties Tuesday night and 
met with the entire police force 
late Tuesday night.

Two Meetings 


The Kinston City Council 
was busy this week as they 
held two meetings in an ef- 
fort to clear a crowded agen- 
da, 


The first meeting was held 
on Monday, July 31, with all 
members present except Harold 
Rhodes aad Sara Bowden. 
Present were Mayor Steve 
Hunko and Councilmen Mick+ 
ey Weeks, Houston Martin and 
Dewey Adams. 

Mr. Ray Stanley, a local 
contractor, informed the coun- 
cil that it was legal for resi- 
dents inside the city limits to 
dig water wells, but that they 
couldn’t use the water for hu- 
man consumption. Residents 
may use the water to water 
gardens, lawns and for cone 
sumption by pets. The coun- 
cil passed an ordinance to en- 
force the regulations. 

After a brief discussion 
the council agreed that any wa- 
ter bill not paid by the 16th 
of the second month would be 
considered deliquent, and the 
water would be disconnected, 
The council authorized Water 
Superintendent Howard Smith 
to delay cut-off when a hard- 
ship arises over payment, 

It was reported that in 1977 
the City pumped 30 million 
gallons of water, but only 16 
million gallons were paid for. 
The ‘‘free’’ water weat to the 


-fire department, to farmers 


for mixing with chemicals and 
to fill swimming pools. The 
council voted to install a 
meter at City Hall for public 
use, and agreed to charge $1 
per thousand gallons, 

Mayor Steve Hunko sug- 
gested charging $35 per year 
for contractors licenses and 
basing licenses for building 
permits on the value of the 
buildings. No decision was 
made on either proposal, 

Mayor Hunko also made a 
motion to adopt an ordinance 
to keep all bicycles off City 
streets at night unless they 
are equipped with the proper 
reflectors and lights. The mo- 
tion passed unanimously. 

In other action, at Monday’s 
meeting, the council: 

***was informed City Licenses 
were due on Oct, 1; 

***aereed to purchase a used 
bush-hog for $150 and five ti- 
res; 

***and, failed to act on a pro- 
posal to enact a curfew in the 
City. 

At Tuesday’s meeting, the 
council received word that two 
grants they had applied for 
had been turned down, The 
grants were for (1) 10 housing 
units and (2) extending water- 
lines to Perry’s Store Com- 
munity. 

The council was remind- 
ed of a $500 grant from the 
state to buy recreational equip- 
ment for the youth. The grant 
is for summer recreation, 

Councilman Harold Rhodes 
suggested basing the license 
fee for buildings on their squ- 
are footage, but the matter was 
again tabled. 

The meeting was adjourned 
and the council will meet a-.

PASTURE AND HAYLAND 
MANAGEMENT 

Pastures and hay fields are 
also crops and must be treated 
as such, They provide one of 
the cheapest sources of cattle 
feed especially during early fall 
and winter months, Almost 
every farm in Coffee County 
has some areas that are not 
suitable to grow crops due to 
the type of soils, the slope or 
both of these conditions. These 
areas can be made to be pro- 
ductive, while conserving one 
of our most important resour- 
tés, our soils, 

Land too steep to farm or 
possessing other conditions 
which make conventional row 
cropping difficult can be grass 
ed down with a number of dif- 
ferent grasses, 
one of the most productive and 
least expensive pasture grass- 
es used in Southern Alabama, 
It may be seeded through the 
fall, especially in combination 
with a small grain crop or 
winter legumes. Coastal Ber- 
muda grass is one of the best 
producing grasses for hay us- 
ed in this area and it can also 
be planted through the late sum- 
mer to early fall. Ryegrass 
provides excellent late winter 
and early spring grazing and 
can be planted from August | 
to November | in South Ala- 
bama. 

Management of pasture and 
hayland is, just as important 
as managing for a cash crop. 
Lime and fertilize should be 
applied as needed annually ac- 
cording to soil tests, Con- 
trol weeds by either spraying 
with recommended chemicals 
or mowing. Overgrazing should 
be avoided and pasture ro- 
tations are a good way of pre- 
venting this from happening.

FISH KILLS IN FARM PONDS 

Oxygen shortage is one of 
the most serious causes of fish 
kills in farm ponds, especially 
during the late summer months 
of July and August. Because 
of the oxygen deficiency, fish 
are not able to feed correctly 
state. The fish are more sus- 
ceptible to diseases and 
parasites at this time, more 
than ever. 

Oxygen levels are at their 
lowest in the early morning 
around day light. It also be- 
comes low during cloudy or 
rainy weather, Overstocking 
of a pond is one of the major 
causes of an oxygen shortage. 
Most ponds can support only 
about 2000 catfish per acre; 
however, a pond with a good 
source of water supply may 
support as many as 3000 fish 
per acre, 

To detect an oxygen short- 
age, check your pond at 
daylight. If fish are at the 
surface and appear to be gasp- 
ing for air you most likely 
have an oxygen deficiency. Al- 
so a change in the water co- 
lor from a greenish color to 
a brown could indicate trouble. 
Fish do not feed well in oxy~- 
gen deficient waters, so on hu- 
mid days, be especially cau-

Feed small amounts 
at a time and carefully ob- 
serve the fish for signs of 
trouble. 

There are several ways 
to correct an oxygen deficient 
pond, The easiest way is by 
recirculating the water. Take 
water from one to two feet 
below the surface and spray 
or splash it on the surface. 
If a pump is not available, 
broadcast 50 to 100 pounds of 
super phoshpate per surface 
acre of the pond. This will 
increase the growth of plants 
that manufacture oxygen. The 
best way to prevent an oxygen 
shortage is to check the water 
daily from early spring to late 
fall with an oxygen test kit. 
This especially is important 
during hot, cloudy, still wea- 
ther. If the oxygen level tests 
below 3 ppm, take action im- 
mediately to increase the amo~ 
unt of oxygen in the pond.

Special Council Meeting Held On Police Chief Matter 


The Elba City Council had 
over 80 upset citizens present 
at the special called meeting 
Monday night. The meeting 
had been called by Mayor Ro- 
bert Folsom after he received 
a written request from Coun- 
cilmen Jimmy Wise and John 
W. Sharpless to meet and con- 
sider the reinstatement of Po- 
lice Chief M. W. Johnston. 

The city fathers moved 
the meeting from the council 
chambers to the courtroom of 
the Coffee County Courthouse 
as soon as it became evident 
a large number of people 
wished to attend the meeting. 
All members were present ex- 
cept Councilman Mike Rus- 
‘sell, who was absent due to 
the death of his father-in-law. 

Mayor Folsom opened the 
meeting and recognized Jake 
Bonneau, who had asked to 
speak first because of other 
commitments, He opened 
by stating that either the may- 
or or the chief had to go and 
it was a lot easier to fire the 
police chief than the mayor. 

Ben Carpenter asked, ‘‘ What 
is the purpose of this meet- 
ing?’’ After several times of 
repeating his question, Carpen- 
ter was told by Councilman 
Jimmy Wise that next week 


(August 15) he and his family 
would be out of town on an 
early scheduled vacation and 
felt he should be here when 
the matter was discussed. Wise 
siad he had hoped the matter 
could be decided while he was 
available to vote, but it ap- 
peared impossible at this ti- 
me, He explained that the 
only action the council could 
officially take at this meet- 
ing would be to reinstate John- 
ston and unless he and the 
mayor worked out their dif- 
ferences, it would be useless. 

Sonny Inman addressed the 
council and asked that the 
mayor and council work out 
their differences and move for- 
ward on needed improvements 
in Elba. As he ended his 
three minute talk, the onlook- 
ers broke into applause as they 
did on several occassions 
when harmony was urged, let- 
ting the police chief run the 
department and once after 
someone shouted sornething a- 


bout ‘‘we don’t have a mayor’. 


Twice Mayor Folsom took 
THE ELBA CLIPPER to task 
when he said he had noted 
this newspaper had accusedhim 
of everything except adultery, 
and he expected that next. He 
did openly deny being guilty 


of adultery upon immediately 
being asked by a representa- 
tive of the newspaper. Fol- 
som said he understood that 
it was good for business to 
oppose him; ‘‘It sells papers, 
and that makes more money 
and allows you, Ferrin Cox, 
to eat higher on the hog, La- 
ter he told an irrate citizen 
he should attend the council 
meetings and not depend on 
THE CLIPPER for his infor- 
mation, noting that gossip was 
sinful according to the Bible. 
He then explained the sin of 
gossip to the crowd. He was 
assisted in this by one of the 
visitors, Earl McCollough. 

Once again in the confu- 
sion of the shouting match that 
dominated most of the meeting, 
a citizen challenged Folsom 
and said, ‘“‘We read the 
LEDGER, THE CLIPPER and 
listen to the radio, and they 
say the same, but, Bob, you 
are still right.’ 

A letter was read from 
most of the members of the 
police department urging that 
Johnston not be reinstated be- 
cause of the friction and a de- 
cline in the morale due to con- 
tinuous problems between Fol- 
som and Johnston. Policeman 
Simon Benson was asked by

Alvie DeVane, Harold Ber- 
ry, Phillip Scarborough, Robert 
King and George Hocutt were 
among the group that question- 
ed Folsom extensively about the 
matter, 

Johnston was suspended by 
Folsom on August 1, just prior 
to a regular council meeting 
over an exchange about a ten
